W ASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—P re si­ 
dent Roosev elt today signed a p roc­ 
lam ation 
extending the gold re ­ 
serv e a c t for anoth er year. 
The 
act 
controls 
op eration 
of 
the stabilization fund now adm in­ 
istered by the treasury. 
Asked if the p roclam ation cov ­ 
ered the clause dealing w ith p er­ 
mission to change th e gold content 
of the dollar, Mr. Roosev elt re ­ 
m arked th a t he did not know im ­ 
m ediately. 
He added th a t th e p roclam ation 
was intended to keep the stabiliza­ 
tion fund going for another year. 
The docum ent also extended the 
clause ap p lying to the gold con­ 
tent of tha dollar.
